WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(P)— 
Legislation to pay the soldiers’ bonus 
was steered past amendment stage 
tonight in a surprise move which 
brought grumbling in the house and 
assured a quick vote tomorrow. 

After five hours of debate had de- 
veloped sharp disagreement over 
methods of payment —an important 
question but extraneous since the bill 
leaves it open—Chairman Doughton, 
democrat, North Carolina, of the 
Ways And means committee, declined 
to stop work, 

Instead, a roll call which Speaker 
Byrns described to reporters as “the 
damndest foo) thing I ever heard of,” 
was ordered to bring absent members 
back to the floor. 

Four amendments were proposed. 
Two were beaten decisively, and two 
were ruled out of order. When the 
house adjourned long after dusk, the 
only motion pending before a vote was 
one by Representative Jreadway, re- 
publican, Massachusetts, to return the 
bill to committee with instructions to 
write in a provision for paying the 
bonus with relief funds. 

“The house voted twice agairst 
Trreadway's proposal in the form of 


an amendment, defeating it first on a 
standing vote, 116 to 48,-and again 
on a teller vote, 118 to 43. 

‘ Not so much as a single comma 
was changed as the measure stood to- 
night, with the powerful backing of 
three veterans’ organizations. 

It provides that veterans’ adjusted 
service certificates should be payable 
at once, but offers a 3 per cent in- 
terest inducement, until 1945, to vet- 
erans who decline to cash them im- 
mediately. 

C tatellation of any unpaid interest 
on loans on the certificates also is 

rovided.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A com- 
posite administration farm-aid pro- 
gram utilizing domestic allotments as 
a stopgap and soil conservation for 
permanent crop control took shape to- 
night amid growing dispute over the 
form of AAA’s successor. 

Conferences of administration lead- 
ers, it was reported authoritatively, 
have centered on such a plan, with a 
final decision deferred pending tomor-

They stood beside 
him in the bedroom of his mammoth, 
silent home that stands in the hills 
between Hollywood and the ocean. 

The last words he spoke were to hia 
nurse, May Jordan: 

“Gee, but I’m awfully sleepy.” 

Miss Jordan, who had been attend- 
ing him for a week, said he w&s rest- 


less through the night, rose once for, 


a drink of water, and began an in- 
coherent mumbling of speech at dawn, 
Then, he said, suddenly he grew peace- 
ful, smiled at her, and told her he 
was sleepy. 

She said she noticed his labored, 
stertorous breathing at about 7 o clock, 
and called his physician, Dr. Leo Med- 
sen, describing his appearance. 

The physician sent an emergency 
call to the West Los Angeles fire sta- 
tion, and Acting Captain Alex Peter- 
son, with one assistant hurried to Gil- 
bert’s home with an inhalator.

MORGAN REVEALS 
WORLD WAR LOANS 
T0 ALLIED NATIONS 


Famous Financier Denies 
Leverage Methods Used 
To Force Wilson To Sup- 
port Monetary Plans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(4)—An 
abrupt switch in Woodrow Wilson’s 
war-time neutrality. policy that per- 
m‘.ted huge loans to allied nations 
was disclosed today by the senate 
munitions committee and attributed 
—amid heated denials to “leverage” 
upon the administration by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. 


With the head of that Sanintis fi- 
nancial house expostulating that no 
such connection was to be inferred, 
the committee produced a memoran- 
dum from Wilson to Robert Lansing, 
then secretary of state, giving tacit 
approval of the shift. The charge 
of “leverage” followed and was de- 
nied. 

Earlier questioning evoked from 
George Whitney, a Morgan partner, 
a statement that $294,000,000 of Brit- 
ish war indebtedness, incurred through 
the purchase of supplies from the 
Morgan firm, was paid off soon after 


American entry into the conflict, 
“with the help” of the United States 
treasury. 

British obligations to American 
banks totalling that amount came due 
on two dates, Whitney said, and the 
treasury made advances to (Great 
Britain especially to cover them. This 
part of the British war debt to the 
American government was repaid, as 
segregated from that part now in 
default.

Sharp Words. 

Sharp words were exchanged dur- 
ing the discussions, and Bridges as- 
serted yesterday: 

“I'm going to get him to go to see 
the mayor with me, and when the 
mayor repeats what he told me, I’m 
going to tell him what I think about 
the way he acted,” 

Mitchell yesterday passed over the 


matter with the assertion: 

“It was nothing. I think someone 
influenced the mayor to make the 
change.”

Cal Cates, veteran member of 
the county police department, who ran 
for sheriff last election, had qualified 
himself only a few minutés before. 
Cates paid the fee with five $100 bills. 

C. (Mott) Aldredge, city alderman, 
has announced for sheriff but had 
not qualified yesterday. 

Tax Collector Earl Suttles and Tax 
Receiver Guy A. Moore both paid 
their fees during the afternoon. 

All officeholders whose positions 
are up this year are planning to seek 
re-election, so far as can be learned.

VICTORY IN SOUTH 


100,000 Soldiers Involved 
in Battle; Heavy Rains 
Menacing _ to Fascists. 


ADDIS ABABA, .Jan. 9.—()— 
Ethiopia claimed a smashing victory 
on the southern front today to add to 
a major success in the north. 

A strong Italian push in the sgouth- 
ern Dolo region, said well-informed 
sources, was'thrown back in a battle 
involying more than 100,000 soldiers. 

An official announcement said the 
fascist invading northern army had 
abandoned the Tembien region west 
of Makale in a “pretipitious”’ fashion. 
Heavy rains were understood to be 
washing out roads and adding to the 
enemy’s discomfiture. 

Emperor Haile Selassie’s son-in-law, 
Ras Desta Demtu, commandér of the 
southern armies, was reported to 
wired the government that he had 
frustrated a fresh Italian attempt to 
invade the rich Rift valley west of 
Dolo. 

Participating in the engagement 
were 60,000 Ethiopian warriors 
against 18,000 Italians and 25,000 
Somalis, the report stated. 

Travelers from the north said many 
roads between Makale, the advance 
northern Italian post, and Addis 
Ababa have been washed out. 

The government said the Italians 
abandoned one tank and one truck 
“without resistance,” 

These reports served to set at rest 
the fears of superstitious natives who 
were greatly alarmed last night—all 
because of an eclipse of the moon. 
They believed it “a bad augury and 
the work of the Italians.”

Police are confronted with a se- 
ries of meager, yet baffling clues, 
in the death of Mrs. Pearl Miller, of 
Chicago, who had been the object 
of an intensive search for the last 
10 days until her lifeless body was 
found yesterday morning in the rear 
of her parked automobile in a rented 


press and Peachtree streets. 

“I do not believe she was mur- 
dered,” said Chief of Detectives A. 
Lamar Poole last night. 

“She had no reason to take her 
life,” declared her son, Edward 
Miller, of Chicago, who arrived here 
Wednesday night. to aid police in the 
search for his mother. 

Her son’s statement is borne out* 
by a letter found in her effects at 
the hotel at which she had registered 
on December 30. This letter ad- 
dressed to a daughter, Miss Pearl 
Miller, in Chicago, said: “I will see 
you before you get this letter.” 

Planned to Leave City. 

Another letter also found in her ef- 
fects was addressed to Ed Jung, of 
Fort’ Wayne, Ind., in whose name 
the license tag on her ear had been 
issued. This letter said- she was 
leaving Atlanta the following morning 
in order to be with her family by 
New Year. 

Accidental death, or death by sui- 
cidal intent, from carbon monoxide 
fumes were made improbable by the 
fact that two of the car doors were 
open, as were the garage doors. Dec- 
tors pointed to the fact that under 
these conditions it is difficult for 
gas fumes to cause asphyxiation. 

Detective Poole, in discounting the 
théory of asphyxiation, declared he 
was centering his investigations on 
the cause of scratches on the woman’s 
neck and a bruise on her head. 

Mrs. Miller’s body was found on 
the rear seat of her car. Her fur 
coat was pulled over her head and 
one foot was resting on the car run- 
ningboard, as if she had been at- 
tempting to descend from the ma- 
chine — a mysterious death over- 


took 
Car Ignition On. 


The car motor. may have been run-| 


ning when Mrs. Miller died. The ig- 
nition switch was on, the gasoline 
tank was empty and the battery run 
down. The motor, of course, would 
have stopped when the machine ran 
out of gasoline, but the mystery of 
why Mrs. Miller would have been 
seated in the rear of the car, unless 
with suicidal intent, was not apparent. 

If she had intended suicide, offi- 
cers pointed out, she would doubtless

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—)— 
After a spirited and almost unprece- 


dented “poker game,” with table stakes 
so high «s to all but wipe out the party's 


deficit, the democratic national com- 
mittee late today picked Philadelphia 
for its 1936 national convention, 

The Pennsylvania city, never before 
the scene of a democratic convention, 
won out over San Francisco and Chi- 
cago when its representatives finally 
waved a certified check for $200,000. 
Then, to meet higher bids, Philadel- 
phia concessions estimated to raise the 
total to between $250,000 and $300,- 
000 were offered. 

Party Chairman James A. Farley 
announced the national conclave, in- 
tended to renominate President Roose- 
velt, would start June 23. The repub- 
lican party will meet in“Cleveland be- 
ginning June 9. 

Before the bidding started, Farley, 
in opening the national committee's 
meeting, predicted a “campaign of 
defamation” financed by the “largest 
slush fund on record.” 

Hope of Every Man. | 


Franklin D. Roosevelt is the hope of 
every man who suffers and the foe of 
every man who does wrong.” In pre- 
senting their case, Philadelphia’s 
spokesmen stressed the fact that Inde- 
pendence Hall and the Liberty Bell 
are there.

Dr. William Beebe’s exclusive deep- 
sea acquaintances, the strange, inde- 
scribable creatures seen only by the 
famous scientist in his seven-mile 
plunge to the bottom of the ocean 
off the coast of Bermuda in the 
bathosphere, may soon be brought be- 
fore the eyes of the world for the 
first time, Dr. Beebe declares yester- 
day while in Atlanta. 


The world-famous zoologist stopped 
here to visit friends yesterday en 
route to Macon, where he made an 
address last night before the Boy 
Scouts of that city. 

Dr. Beebe, as director of scientific 
research of the New York Zoological 
Society, will leave for the West In- 
dies January 28 on his 22nd scien- 
tific expedition. He will spend six 
months in the West Indies and re- 
turn to the waters of the Gulf of 
California for further studies in that 
comparatively unprobed region. The 
three months work off the coast of 
California will complete his 23rd’ ex- 
pedition. — 

The object of the two expeditions is 
to make a comparative study of ma- 
rine life in the two bodies of water. 

Two yachts have been placed at 
Dr. Beebe’s disposal. The West In- 
dies trip will be made in the “Hardi 
Bayou,” belonging to Dr. and Mrs. 
Henry D. Lioyd, of California. The 
Gulf of California study will be made 
from the “Zaca,” the yacht of Tem- 
pleton Crocker, also of California. 

“The expedition in 1937, when I 
hope to bring up from the ocean floor 
some of the great mammal-like fish 
and other unfamiliar species: of ma- 
rine line, should prove most interest- 
ing,” said Dr. Beebe. “This expedi- 
tion will be sponsored by the Nation- 
al Geographic Society. Great nets 
will be lowered to the bottom of the 
ocean and hoisted up full of the 
strange creatures—we hope. Some of 
the fish I saw on the bathosphere 
descension were of giant proportions

the surface for study. 

“The work will be done much in 
the way a small boy seines for min- 
nows, but in a somewhat more ex- 
tensive manner.” 

Dr. Beebe, by his own admission, 
makes a good, lively flea appear about 
as active as an earthworm in com- 
parison, as he jumps from one place 
to another to lecture, to carry out a 
bit of study, to plan new expeditions. 

Asked where he appeared last be- 
fore coming to Atlanta, the scientist 
said: 

“T was in San Francisco last—no, 
that’s wrong. I jumped down to Ber- 
muda, my headquarters, before com- 
ing to Atlanta.” 

Dr. Beebe spoke in Macon last 
night to help raise funds in a Boy 
Scout drive there.

$3,000 LOOT SEIZED, 
3I NEGROES JAILED 


Series of Emory Hospital 
Robberies Cleared Up by 


Police Raids. 


Loot valued at more than $3,000 
was recoveréd and 31 negro employes 
of Emory University hospital were 
arrested yesterday morning following 
a series of raids by DeKalb and At- 
lanta detectives. 

Chief J. T. Dailey, of DeKalb coun- 
ty police, said the arrests and recovery 
of the loot, which included valuable 
surgical instruments and personal! ef- 
fects of members of the hospital staff, 
solved systematic robberies at the in- 
stitution during the last few months. 

The wholesale arrests literally 
“cleaned out” the domestic servant 
personnel of the hospital, and internes 
and nurses performed domestic tasks 
yesterday as calls wefe gent out for 
cooks, housemaidseand orderlies. 

The 31 suspects were rounded up 
during the night at their various 
homes, and loot was gathered in wide- 
ly-scattered areas. A “hot tip” sent 
the detectives on the raids. The sus- 
pects were booked at DeKalb county 
jail on felony charges. 

The loot included 1,000 pieces of 
hospital bed clothing, silverware, sur- 
gical instruments, and watches, rings 
and other jewelry belonging to hos- 
pital attaches. 

Led by Chief Dailey and Captain 
A. L. Hutchins, of DeKalb county 
police, the raiding squad was augment- 
ed by Athanta Detectives J. W. Cody, 
Fred Battle, J. L. Whitley and W. W. 
Ford.

WASHINGTON, Jat. . 9.—(P>)— 
Hearings on a bill to provide an op- 
portunity for heavily mortgaged farm- 
ers to obtain unencumbered homesteads 
were opened today by a house public 
lands subcommittee. 

The proposed legislation provides 
for purchase and liquidation of farm 
mortgages by’ the general land offices 


on a toncompulsory basis. The office 
would give a homestead back .to the 
owner, and land in excess of the 
amount for the homestead would be 
used to provide additional homesteads 
for farmers who now are tenants. 
Representative Peterson, democrat, 
Georgia, author of the bill and chair- 
man of the subcommittee, said the 


and $5,000,000,000. The latest esti- 
mate of farm mortgages is $9,000,000,- 
000, of which the government through 
the Farm Credit Administration, is 
taking care of $3,000,000,000.

C. Lioyd Fischer, 
of Hauptmann’s counsel, hurried to 
New York and took an affidavit on 
Bruckmann’s story. 

The story was: 

Shortly after the Lindbergh ransom 
was paid on April 2, 1952, Bruckmann 
parked his cab’ at Columbus circle in 
New York.. Fiseh came up to him 
and started a discussion about how 
much it would cost to hire a cab 
for a journey around the country. 
Finally Fisch told him that he had 
come into possession of a considerable 
amount of “hot money,” which he 
didn’t daré dispose of in New York. 
Fisch offered to buy Bruckmann a 
new cab after they returned from the 
journey. 

Bruckmann said he and Fisch were 

good friends and that they once work- 
ed together in.a bakery. Even then, 
Fisch was wasted by tuberculosis and 
not long after that he went to Ger- 
many and died. 
- At the Flemington tria) Bruckmann 
was called as a witness but as soon as 
defense counsel asked him to relate 
his conversation with Fisch, Attorney- 
General David T. Wilentz objected 
that conversation with a man how 
dead was inadmissible. The court 
sustained the objection and © Bruck- 
mann was excused. ~ 


Hauptmann ‘ contends Fisch . gave 


him the ransom money that was found 
in the Bronx garage. Throughout the 
trial his lawyers attempted to prove 
that Fisch conceived and executed the 
crime and then unloaded on Haupt- 
mann $14,000 worth of incriminating 
ransom money. To combat this, the 
state brought Fisch’s sister from Ger- 
many and had her. testify that her 
brother lived and died in poverty and 
came home with a small suitcase con- 
taining a pitifully small wardrobe. 

Governor Harold G. Hoffman said 
today he had received a letter from 
New York city signed “J. J. Faulk- 
ner.” This letter, he said, ‘declared 
Hauptmann ‘was innocent of murder 
and that the “worst he should get is 
life in prison.” It was significant, 
Hoffman said, because on the day gold 
notes were turned in at President 
Roosevelt’s order, there was $2,980 
worth of Lindbergh ransom money ex- 
changed for other currency at a New 
York bank and the name on the slip 
was “J. J. Faulkner.” 

Police found record of a J. J. Faulk- 
ner—but he was dead. There was no 
way he could be connected with pos- 
session of. Lindbergh ramsom. money. 
What startled Hoffman today was that 
the signature of the letter closely re- 
sembled the handwriting on the deposit 
slip. He sent the two specimens of 
handwriting to an expert for analysis. 

The calmest man in all this turmoil 
was Hauptmann. He waited patient- 
ly for an answer to his. request to ap- 
pear personally before the court of 
pardons Saturday and argue for his 
life. Into the death house today went 
the Rev. John Matthiesen, Lutheran 
clergyman, who will lead Hauptmann 
down the 30 paces to the execution 
room if all .ppeals fail. 

Matthiesen. said Hauptmann still 
said he was innocent and that he 


could not confess because he had no.

GeorgiaF armers Demand Substitute 


For Invalidated AAA Legislation 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Urgent 
demands from Georgia farmers for im- 
mediate congressional action that will 
bring about an agricultural program 
which can be substituted for the AAA, 
declared unconstitutional by the su- 
preme court early this week, today be- 
gan to reach the desks of both senate 
and houge members from the state, 

Almost without exception, telegrams 
and letters received from the ten Geor- 
gia congressional districts complained 
that the AAA decision would wreck 
hopes of farmers for a prosperous 1936 
crop unless a new agricultural act was 
passed before early spring. 

While many cotton and other farm- 
ers of the state have not: yet had suf- 
ficient time to give serious thought to 
changed conditions brought about by 
the decisidn, members believe a few, 
thought to be representative of their 
respective interests, have asked Sen- 
ators George and Russell and a ma- 
jority of the house members to do ail 
within their power to cause the enact- 
ment’ of a new law that will assure a 
farm control program for the future. 

A typical example of the appeals 
being received by Georgia members is 
the following wire today sent Senator 
George by a large group of. cetton 
growers in the north central part of 
the state: 

“We want substitute for the AAA. 
Supreme court decision was disastrous 
to farmers here. Congress should do 
something immediately.” 

The senior senator said he had re- 


| 


ceived no telegrams or letters from 
his constituents praising or commend- 
ing the decision, and a few who had 
found time to communicate with him 
expressed grave fears for the future of 
their crops if an AAA snbstitute was 
not found. 

A score or more of telegrams and 
letters from farm organizations and 
groups in-his state have been received 
by Senator Russell. One of the tele- 
grams sai: “We don’t suggest any- 
thing as a substitute for AAA, but 
for God’s sake do something.” - 

Other farmers, from Lee county, 
predicted they would lose. all the 
ground they: had won under the Roose- 
velt recovery program if something 
was not done by congress immediately. 

“The AAA decision,” said another 
letter to the junior senator, “has ma- 
terially affected the economic status 
of all farmers in Georgia and we feel 
some sort of action should be taken 
by congress to correct the evil done 
by the court.” 

Representative Braswell Deen, of 
the eighth Georgia congressional dis- 
trict, received this wire from George 
Wheeler, a young farmer from Bacon 
county: “In mass meeting Wednesday 
night we passed resolution to effect we 
want you to put forth every effort 
possible to bring about continuation 
of Roosevelt farm program.”,

Pacifie Power D eman ds 
Equality of Tonnage With 
U. S. and Britain. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—(#)—Deadlock- 
ad comeinnsy by Japan’s insisténce 
on naval equality with Great Britain 
and the United States the interna- 
tional naval conference played for 
time tonight to determine whether a 
collapse could be averted. 

The session scheduled for tomor- 
row was postponed until Monday to 
give the Jananese delegates an oppor- 
tunity to consult »their government 
while the other delegates confer among 
themselves. 

Observers yer felt there was 
little hope of having the conference 
unless Tokyo altered its demands or 
showed a willingness to turn to other 
topics and forms of naval limitation. 

The Japanese, in a private session 
with the British, led by Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Bden, insisted that 
fleet equality, based on their plan for 
a common upper limit of tonnage, be 
discussed first. 

Eden and Viscount Monsell, first 
lord of the British admiralty, talked 
long and inconclusively with the Jap- 
anese delegates, Admiral Osami Na- 
gano and Matsuzo Nagai, over their 
tea. It was believed Viscount Monsgell 
flatly declared it was futile to rfe- 
consider the Japanese proposal be- 
cause no nation except Japan would 
accept it. 

The Japanese were obviously nerv- 
ous when they left the foreign office. 
All their experts and advisers were 
summond to a secret parley immedi- 
ately after their return to their hotel. 

Speculation immediately arose that 
Admiral Nagano might be asking 
Tokyo for instructions on whether to 
walk out of the conference if equality

Walter Hagen—‘‘There are so many 
faults in an average gov swing it 
isn’t easy to name ublic Enemy 
Numbér One. A bad grip means lit- 
tle chance to get anywhere. Another 
common fault is planting both feet 
and stiffening both legs. This locks 
the lower part of the body, resulting 
in a shoulder sway in place of a body 
turn. There must be ae feeling of 
comfort and freedom in the feet and 
legs to start with—a feeling of com- 
fort and freedom in the two hands. 
Joe Kirkwood—*“I don’t think there 
is om doubt about the most common 
of all golfing faults. It is tension. 
Golf would be an easy game to learn 
—an easy game to play—if it wasn’t 
for this fault. And tension hits them 
al! at one time or another. For ex- 
ample, I can stand all day and call 
a hook or a slice, any kind of shot, 
in a trick exhibition. But it is an 
entirely different game when you are 
actually playing and trying to score.

Situation Complicated by Invalidation of Entire Act, _ 
Senator Says Funds, Unallocated, 
Can Be Used.

WASHINGTON, Jan. oie 
amendment to the public works bill 
sponsored Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, during the last 
session was potaiee to today as offer- 
ing a possible solution to the obliga- 
tion faced by the government of pay- 
ing farmers unremitted porfions of 
their crop reduction contracts in the 
ght of the supreme court’s invalida- 
tion of the Agricultural Adjustment 


Under the terms of the George 
amendment, the President was given 
authority, in his discretion, to use un- 
expended balances of the $4,000,000,- 
000 public works fund for paying 
processing taxes on cotton and other 
commodities in the event the highest 
tribunal held the taxes. unconstitu- 
tional. 

Senator George emphasized tonight 
that his améndment can be invoked 
to discharge unpaid AAA benefit obli- 
gations to the farmers, but said the 
situation had been so complicated by 
the court’s. striking down of the entire 
act that it probably would be more 
desirable to consider new legislation 
dealing with the problem as a whole. 
“Had th: court merely invalidated 


the processing tax phase of the AAA 
instead of ruling oak the act in whole,” 
said the Georgia senator, “the way 
would have been open for continued 
payment of the farm benefit obligation 
out of the public works fund. assum- 
ing the amount necessary has not been 
otherwiée allocated.” 

He pointed out this was the chief 
purpose of the amendment, which he 
said had becn iy ired by the thought 
the court mi eclare the taxes un- 
scat 

“As it is, however,” Senator George 
asserted, “the necessity will will probably 
arise for a general reconsideration of 
the entire farm Lag tees in which 
case it will be more desi e to make 
provision for meeting the unpaid crop 
benefit obligations in the new legisla- 
tion.” 

Upwards of $250,000,000 will be re- 
quired to meet the farm payments, 
overnment officials btave estimated. 

resident Roosevelt said at his last’ 
press conference after the court de- 
cision that a high moral obligation 
rested on the government to meet the 
payments due farmers on 1935 crop 
contracts, promising to provide the 
necessary appropriations in new le 
lation by congress.
